Mr.  Chairmai:i,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District,  and  the  Y/ork  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  i960.  The 
report  is  set  out  in  the  manner  of  previous  years,  so  that 
comparison  with  former  reports  can  easily  be  made. 

Examination  of  statistics  for  the  Urban  District 
shows  us  that  while  there  was  an  estimated  population  increase 
of  230,  deaths  exceeded  births  by  18.  The  fact  that  248 
persons  moved  into  the  District  during  the  year  is  to  be 
•.velccmed,  provided  the  increased  population  contained  an 
adequate  proportion  of  persons  in  the  younger  age  groups. 

The  composition  of  the  population  of  the  Urban  District  is 
reflected  in  two  other  sets  of  statistics.  Firstly  the  birth 
rate,  -./hich  sho'ws  an  increase  of  almost  2 per  1,000  when  it 
is  standardised  and  secondly,  the  fact  that  out  of  a total  of 
166  deaths  no  fewer  than  102  were  of  people  over  the  age  of 
75  years.  Standardising  the  death  rate  results  in  a reduction 
of  almost  4.5  per  1,000.  Prom  these  remarks  it  is  obvious 
that  the  population  of  the  Urban  District,  as  at  present 
c:nstituted,  is  unduly  weighted  in  the  older  age  groups.  .7hen 
considering  future  development  there  is  therefore  a need  not 
only  to  allov/  for  population  increase  but  actively  to  attract 
to  the  District  people  in  the  younger  age  groups  and  to 
provide  for  them  adequate  opportunities  for  employment.  The 
Council  should  therefore  consider  whether  more  active  steps 
should  be  taken  to  attract  suitable  industries  to  the  District. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  has 
been  low,  a total  of  38  cases  were  notified,  ais  compared  with 
128  in  the  previous  year.  For  the  second  year  in  succession 
no  cases  of  policiTiyelitis  were  notified.

The  hirtii  rate  for  any  ii.rea  v/ill  he  dejpendent  upon 
the  coi;ipo3ition  of  the  population  in  that  area.  Obviously  a 
^jopulation  ’./ith  l hi^h  proportion  of  persons  of  child  hearing 
age  ’..ill  have  more  hirths  per  1,000  of  the  population  than  an 
area  with  an  unduly  large  number  of  people;  in  the  older  age 
groups.  To  enable  the  birth  rates  of  different  areas  to  be 
compared,  the  Registrar  General  provides  a comparability  factor 
for  each  Local  authority  area,  which  renders  the  birth  rate  of 
that  area  comparable  with  that  of  a district  the  population  of 
which  is  of  ston.dard  age  and  sex  distribution.  The  birth  rate 
for  the  Urban  District  adjusted  in  this  manner  is  increased 
from  lU.??  to  15.69  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  birth 
rate  for  England  and  .-/ales  was  I?-!.

I'he  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Urban  District 
during  196G  was  149-  Of  these  12  v/ere  deaths  of  non-residents 
sued  v;ere  trar.sferred  to  the  district  in  ’vhich  the  persons 
crdinar.ly  resided.  There  were,  on  the  other  hand  29  deaths 
of  Urban  District  residents  registered  outside  the  District, 

The  total  corrected  n’umber  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District 
was  loo  (72  males  and  94  females).  This  was  28  more  than  in 
the  previous  year,  ajad  gave  a crude  death  rate  of  lS.57» 

This  crude  death  rate  cannot  be  used  to  compare  the 
mortality  with  that  of  other  districts,  as  the  populations  of 
all  areas  are  not  similarly  constituted  as  regards  age  and  sex 
distribution.  The  Registrar  General  supplies  an  "Area 
Comparability  Ractor"  and  the  crude  death  rate  multiplied  by 
■^his  figure  can  then  be  compared  with  the  death  rate  of  the 
country  as  a whole,  cr  with  the  mortality  of  any  other  local 
area.  The  corrected  death  rate  so  obtained  was  12.10  per  1,000 
cf  the  population  and  this  ’.Tas  compared  with  11.5  tor  England 
and  ^.:^ales.

In  order  to  raise  the  immunity  to  tuberculosis  of 
school  leavers,  vaccination  v/ith  B.n.G.  vaccine  was  offered  to 
all  children  between  the  ages  of  13  and  14  years,  attending 
school  in  the  hIid-3omerset  Divisional  i-.rea.  675  accepted  the 
offer  and  received  preliminary  skin  test,  the  ’'Heaf  Test”,  to 
determine  whether  they  had  in  fact  already  experienced  some 
infection  with  tuberculosis.  359  of  these  gave  a negative 
test  s,nd  v/ero  vaccinated  with  the  3.C.G-.  vaccine.

As  water  accumulates  in  these  pits,  unsatisfactory 
conditions  arise  fror.i  ti-ne  to  time,  mainly  with  the  onset  of 
warm  weather.  ,;ith  ti,  is  type  of  refuse  disposal,  trouble  from 
fires  and  verroin  are  almost  inevitable.  In  this  area,  as  the 
site  of  disposal  is  adjacent  to  developed  areas  it  is  important 
ilaat  disposal  methods  more  in  keeping  with  present  day  standards 
shouli.  be  initiated.  The  method  of  choice  for  the  Urban  District 
..GUld  be  by  pro_-erly  operated  ''Controlled  Tipping." 
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
